THE ORDERLY ARRANGEMENT OF 
STOCK. 


Even in the busiest times stock should not 
be thrown around “any old way.” It may look 
as though the bookseller had been exceedingly 
busy if his stock looks disorderly, but in nine 
cases out of ten such disorder will be likely 
to make a bad impression on a new customer 
—a very dangerous mistake. 

There is an old saying that “to be success- 
ful you must look successful.” That saying 
may also be applied to the looks of the store. 
If the store gives outward evidence of orderly 
management, the self-confident air of the pro- 
prietor will inspire others the sooner with a 
belief in his ability and his success. The man 
who is habitually orderly will show it in 
everything belonging to him—in his every 
step, every movement and every look. It is 
an easy matter to pick out the failures. They 
are forever looking for the thing they know 
they have but cannot find, owing to lack of 
system and order and the inability of insist- 
ing upon tidiness in others. They are bound 
to wear out the good nature and patience of 
even their most indulgent customers, and 
sooner or later these customers will be forced 
to patronize the shops where more prompt 
and better service is given. 

Orderliness carries with it positiveness, and 
the positive man, other things being equal, is 
bound to be a success, while the negative man 





—— 


is apt to lack confidence in himself and to be. 
come shiftless. To be successful it is impera- 
tive that a man cultivate order in his busi- 
ness, to be clean inside and out, and to con- 
centrate his faculties and good qualities. A 
man’s store is likely to be the mirror of his 
character. If that be orderly and prosperous- 
looking it will therefore reflect creditably 
upon its owner, and with vigilance and appli- 
cation his reward will come in time. 





THE point of the Macy decision is simpl) 
this: The court has held that the American 
Publishers’ Association could not maintain 
its position as regards non-copyright books, 
and that the Macy’s might be entitled to an 
injunction as to the protection of such non- 
copyright books. The American Publishers’ 
Association therefore amended their plead- 
ings, in accordance with the action of the 
Association to confine the restriction to copy- 
right books. Counsel for the Macy firm de- 
murred that the complaint could not be so 
amended, and it is this demur which has now 
been overruled. The decision is to that ex- 
tent a victory for the American Publishers 
Association. The case is now to be tried on 
its merits, but the chances of success on the 
part of the Macy house as regards copyright 


books are so small that it may never come tc 
trial. 


Tue latest example of questionable book- 
selling seems to be one hailing from Wash- 
ington, D. C., whence a circular has been sent 
out headed Department C. “Authentic Rec- 
ords,” Washington, D. C., in which E. B. 
Barr, signing himself Chief Clerk, sends out 
a printed circular saying, “I am directed by 
the Secretary to inform you that upon appli- 
cation t!.ere will be sent a complete facsimile 
of one of the most important state papers of 
the past century—the Treaty of Peace betwee" 
the United States and Spain, ending Spanish 
dominion in America,” accompanied by 4 
postcard reading “Application is made, etc.” 
Accompanying this is a separate sheet giving 
quotations from newspapers commendatory 
of an unnamed work. The whole thing looks 
like a suggestion tothe recipient that he is t© 
receive something from a department of the 
United States Government, although it is ev!- 
dently only a preliminary skirmish towar¢ 
the attack of the subscription agent. It ' 
quite possible that this is handled so as to b¢ 
out of reach of the Post Office Department 0° 
of the Government otherwise, but a word °! 
caution seems entirely in order. 
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MACY’S LOSE A POINT. 


Appellate Division of the Supreme 
cate on * 6th inst. handed down a de- 
-ision in the suit of Isidor Straus, | (Macy’s, ) 
against the American Publishers Associa- 
‘ion, afarming the interlocutory judgment ap- 
pealed from, with leave to the plaintiff to 
withdraw the demurrer on payment of costs. 

The action was one of a series of prelim- 
inary skirmishes in the suit brought by the 
Macy firm to perpetually enjoin the Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Association from acting un- 
der or enforcing its rules to protect the prices 
of their books. As our readers are aware, the 
Association demurred to the complaint and 
was sustained at Special Term; but on appeal 
the judgment sustaining the demurrer was 
reversed and upon appeal to the Court of 
Appeals the reversal was sustained. The As- 
sociation then interposed an answer which 
alleged several affirmative defenses. To two 
of these affirmative defenses the Macy firm 
demurred. The demurrer to one was over- 
ruled and the other sustained. From the in- 
terlocutory judgment overruling the demurrer 
to permit the Association to amend its an- 
swer, etc. this appeal was made, with the 
result as noted above. The case is now to 
be tried on its merits. 





TABARD INN CONCERNS SOLD TO 
LIT. 


Tue receivers of the Tabard Inn Food 
Company, the Tabard Inn Drugs Specialty 
Company and the Tabard Inn Shops and 
Studios have sold the entire stocks of these 
concerns, including many thousand books from 
the Philadelphia Book Store Company, to Lit

FREAK SUPPLEMENTS BARRED. 


Tump Assistant Postmaster General Mad- 
den on the 11th inst. issued a circular letter to 
all postmasters, in which he says: 

“It has been brought to the attention of the 
department in a number of cases that pub- 
lishers of newspapers are presenting their 
publications for mailing with so-called sup- 
plements which are manifestly illegal. These 
alleged supplements consist of calendars, sheet 
music, patterns, blocks of post cards, series 
of cut-out animal pictures, animal masks, 
plastographs, cut-out dolls, soldiers and naval 
vessels, circulars, hand bills, special detached 
advertisements, cardboard spectacles, sheets 
containing disks of soluble paint to be used in 
coloring outline drawings, etc. 

The privilege accorded to a publisher to 
mail his newspaper at the subsidized second- 
class rates carries with it no right to those 
tates for any other matter than the newspaper 
itself, and such supplemental matter as is 
really ‘germane’ and otherwise meets the re- 
(urements of law. Upon other matter sent 
in the mails the publisher must pay the same 
rate as any other citizen.” 
hide he postmasters are directed to notify pub- 
'shers that such supplements violate the law, 
and to say to them that, “until September 1, 
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1905, their publications, even though contain- 
ing such inclosures, will be accepted at the 
regular second-class rates, and that on and 
after September 1, 1905, the legal rate will be 
charged upon such matter, according to its 
character.” 


THE ROWFANT LIBRARY FOR SALE. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. have bought the entire 
library of the late Frederick Locker-Lampson, 
the lish poet and Shakesperean student, 
which contains about one thousand volumes 
dating from 1480 to 1880. The collection will 
remain on exhibition for a month or two, and 
if at the end of that time it has not been sold 
in a lump, it will be broken up and each vol- 
ume will be disposed of separately. Prac- 
tically all the volumes are first editions, and 
nearly all are in excellent condition. 

In a certain sense it seems only fair, as a 
writer in the New York Times pertinently 
points out, that the library should come to this 
country, as it was largely an American’s 
money which bought it. Curtis Miranda 
Lampson, who was born in Vermont in 1806, 
went to England in 1830, and eighteen years 
later. was naturalized as a British subject. He 
acquired a large fortune, and in 1866 he was 
made a baronet. He died in 1885, leaving one 
child, a daughter, who was the second wife 
of Frederick Locker, who afterward assumed 
the name of his father-in-law, and became 
Frederick Locker-Lampson. It was he who 
collected the Rowfant books, the library being 
named after Rowfant, Sussex, the country 
place of Locker-Lampson. 

Locker-Lampson compiled a catalogue of 
the library in 1886, dividing it into three sec- 
tions—English poetry and drama from 1480 to 
1700, English books from 1700 to 1880, and 
Americana. After his death, in 1895, his son, 
Godfrey Locker-Lampson, compiled a supple- 
mentary catalogue of the volumes acquired 
since the first list was issued, and also enum- 
erating the valuable autograph letters and al- 
bums which his father had collected. The 
library is a small one, but as practically all the 
volumes are treasures, the money value of the 
collection is very great. 








DR. PRIME’S LIBRARY GIVEN AWAY. 


Mrs. Atte T. Stosson, of New York City, 
has presented to the Watkinson Library, of 
Hartford, Conn., the famous collection of 
books owned by the late Dr. William C. 
Prime, of New York City. There are one 
thousand volumes in the collection, gathered 
by Dr. Prime while he was writing a history 
of early German engraving. It is the best 
library on the subject in the country. Dr. 


Prime bequeathed it at his death to Mrs. 
Slosson. 


PALLISER EXCLUDED FROM THE 
MAILS. 


ACCORDING to a Washington despatch to the 
New York Sun, use of the mails is denied 
the firm of Palliser, Palliser & Co., 24 East 
Forty-second Street, New York, and Charles 
Palliser, Post Office Box 42, Deal Beach, N. 
J., by a fraud order issued by the Post Office 
Department on April 5. The report of the 
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inspectors says that Charles Palliser, whose 
address is at Deal Beach, is in effect the firm 
of Palliser, Palliser & Co., and that he has 
been engaged in defrauding the public by ad- 
vertising for sale books containing architec- 
tural designs, drawings, etc., of houses, 
schools, courthouses, etc., and then diverting 
to his own use any moneys received with or- 
ders and failing to send any such books to 
the purchasers. It is also said in the report 
that Palliser has been engaged in frauds of 
this character for some years and that he 
failed to make an appearance when cited to 
show cause why a fraud order should not 
issue against him. Palliser’s method was to 
advertise through the New York firm name 
and then have all mail addressed to the firm 
forwarded to him at Deal Beach.

ENGLISH MUSIC PUBLISHERS 
STRIKE. 


Ir is reported that owing to the inability 
of the authorities to suppress wholesale mu- 
sic piracy, chiefly of popular songs, a score 
of London music publishing firms, including 
several of the leading houses, have agreed to 
cease publishing or advertising new composi- 
tions or entering into any contracts with com- 
posers, artists, or singers until further notice. 

The object of the movement is to induce the 
Government to institute legislation reforming 
the present ineffective copyright law.

Since February he has been 
confined in various institutions in the hope of 
effecting a cure, and it is now the desire of 
his friends to raise funds to place him in an 
institution where he will receive better treat- 
ment and care than in the institution in which 
he is at present confined. Mrs. Stratton, upon 
whom the support of three children and her- 
self depends, is unable to provide for her hus- 
band’s care in such an institution, and so Mr 
Dwight’s friends have undertaken to relieve 
her of this burden. A committee was ap- 
pointed to solicit subscriptions in the trade 
Contributions may be sent to the treasurer of 
the League, E. G. Lawrance, with Edwin S 
Gorham, 285 Fourth Avenue, or to Emil 
Heikel, P. O. Box 201, Madison Square Sta- 
tion, New York.

“THE PASSING OF THE BOOKSHOP.” 
New York, April 7, 1905. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


Dear Siz: My attention has been called to 
a lengthy and decidedly pessimistic article 
which appeared in a daily newspaper of date 
of April 2, under the heading “The Passing of 
the New York Bookshops.” 

After studying the article in question, I am 
left with an impression very similar to one 
I had some time ago on learning that a cer- 
tain weekly newspaper employed a maiden 
lady of the tender age of fifty to write the ar- 
ticles which appeared in its “Mother’s Col- 
umn.” 

We will take it for granted, however, that 
the article was written by a book merchant 
with a practical experience; let us see if we 
cannot find some fallacies herein. 

“T’}] wager that inside of two years there 
will not be a bookshop left in New York, and 
I wager further that there is not a man in 
New York to-day who is making a living sell- 
ing books alone,” says the writer. 

I am unable to dispute the first claim, not 
being an expert in horoscopy; but I certainly 
challenge the latter, and I am in a position to 
positively prove the assertion erroneous. 

Let us suppose, however, for the sake of 
argument, that the majority of the contingen- 
cies claimed have arisen. Why this “dry 
rot?” Being in business means to the average 
bookseller to open his place in the morning, 
to count whatever cash may have been taken 
in during the day, and to close his shop in the 
evening. Nothing new attempted to increase 
the business—the same old rut; and there is 
precious little difference between the rut and 
the grave, except for its length and breadth, 
and constant travel on one road without mak- 
ing any repairs is sure to wear even the ruts 
deep as the grave. Let us make some repairs 
and get right methods; they can never be 
other than those that handicap competitors. 

There was a time in New York when Mr. 
Newlyrich and Mr. Gotrox willingly paid 
fabulous prices for supposedly rare tomes. 
under the assurance that what they purchased 
was the “only one in existence and very rare,” 
only to be rudely awakened on their first visit 
to London to the fact that it could have been 
purchased for a shilling. “A burnt child 
dreads the fire.” That time has passed, and 
no longer does he allow his credulity to influ- 
ence him in making book purchases. 
this ae ak, money there is in books,” says 
is in rare editions, or editions de 

“xe, and the trade in these is handled by two 
or three established dealers.” There is a very 
potent sermon in the latter portion of that 
Paragraph. I am constrained to believe that 
such is the fact, for the reason they have 
ree put an inflated value on their wares ir- 
spelen E of merit, merely because the pro- 
oe customer was able to pay the price; 
ol € average ‘"bookshop” man has been too 
ymenic to discover it in time. Yes, the 
day of the “bookshop” 1s passing: for th 
simple reason th passing; for the 
rapidly di n that a long deluded public is 
y discerning that the word “shop” as 








applied to the sale of books is, as a rule, with 
but few exceptions, synonymous with false 
values. 

I am thoroughly acquainted with the class 
of stock usually handled by the dry goods and 
department stores in the city, having for busi- 


ness reasons repeatedly visited them incognito, 


and I am convinced that the majority of stock 
handled and sold by these institutions is 
“frenzied fiction” suited to their constituency, 
and I do not believe that the customer in gen- 
eral will ever avail himself to any extent of 
the privilege of asking the advice of Tottie 
Coughdrop, who supervises the sale of Laura 
Jean Libbey’s works at three dollars per, re- 
garding books of reference. 

I believe that the bookstore will always be 
the “Mecca” of the buyer whose capital is 
limited, and who gauges the value of litera- 
ture by its calibre, and not by its rarity. It 
is the man who believes that “the writings of 
the wise is the only legacy our posterity can- 
not squander” to whom we look for support, 
and I do not believe that the shoddy bait of a 
few cents’ reduction in price will induce him 
to turn aside to those marts which for the 
most part cater to frivolous and fashionable 
femininity. If he does I will exclaim with 
Macbeth: 


“Can such things be, 

And overcome us like a summer’s cloud, 

Without our special wonder? You make me strange 

Even to the disposition that I owe, 

When now I think you can behold such sights, 

And keep the natural ruby of your cheeks, 

When mine is blanched with fear.”
